The tull in. the disturbances in 
Palestine during the last few’ days is 
m no way indicative of a general 
easing of the situation. The Arabs 
are still threatening a blockade of 
Jerusalem, and the first stage in 
attempting this has been their effort 
to dislocate Jewish transport 


The heaviest engagement so far in this 
“ batile of the roads” was carried on 
throughout the whole of Sunday, when 
Hagana patrols engaged Arab gangs 
massing for an attack on convoys in the 
hills around Jerusalem Ten Hagana 
men were killed and two wounded, while 
Arab casualties numbered 30. 

Four of Hagana’s men fel! to British 
bullets. The army had come on the 
scene and had apparently begun to fire 
quite “impartially” on both sides. 
despite the fact that there was no doubt 
of the Arab gangs’ inientions. British 
troops also prevented Hagana reinforce- 
ments trom getting through, and ordered 
Jewish settlement police not to bring in 
the casualties. The police disobeyed this 
order, and one of them was shot by 
Arabs while rescuing two wounded Jews 


Threat to Jerusalem 


Arabs in Jerusalem have been advised 
by thew leaders to fill their water cis- 
terns and lay in stocks of food—an 
obvious indication of Arab plans to cut 
the water pipeline and try to strangle 
transport, 

Meanwhile, Jewish defence forces. in 
an attempt to blockade Jaffa, blew up 
part of the highway near Mikvech Israel 
over the week-end, with the result that 
telephone and teleprinter lines were out 


of order for several days. Troops re 
paired the road, and traffic is again 
operating normally.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE FIRST COMMANDMENT 


FRE is disagreement between 

Jewish and Christian authorities on 

the question which is the first com- 
mandment in the Decalogue. Accordin 
to Jewish tradition, it is, of course, “ 
am the Lord thy God, Who brought thee 
out of the land of ypt, out of the 
house ol a n the Christian 
interpretation, wever, this verse is 
taken to be introductory. The first com- 
mandment is, “ Thou shalt have no other 
gods before Me,” and the second begins 
with the words, “ Thou shalt not make 
unto thee a graven image.” The reason 
for this enumeration is apparent. When 
what is called by Jews ™ the first com- 
mandment’’ ts examined, it is found to 
differ from the rest in not containing an 
exhortation to perform, or refrain from, 
a certain action. It only makes a state- 
ment of tact. 

When we have any difficulty with the 
interpretation of the Bible, it is a safe 
rule to consult the Rabbis of old. and 
see what solution they offer. They 
tudied the Scriptures with such minute 
care, word by word, and even letter by 
letter, that little escaped their attention. 

They, too, raised the same question 
about the first commandnrent, and pro- 
vided a convincing answer. In their 
estimation it was not only the first. but 
the most important of all, for the reason 
that upon it all the other commandments 
depend. They argued that should a 
command be addressed to us by one who 
bad rendered us many and useful ser- 
vices, it was our duty to obey, provided 
there was nothing wrong or prejudicial in 
its fulfilment. 


Soe was it with God and Israel. When 

the Revelation came to the peopk, 
they could not object, “ Why should we 
obey? Why take upon ourselves the 
performance of these obligations?. B 


what mezht does God dictate to us? 
All such questions were forestalled in 
the first commandment. Before telling 


the Israchtes what He wanted them to 
do and rot to do, God told them by 
what authority He made them subject to 
His will, He was no stranger to them. 

the contrary, to Him they owed their 
newly-gained — liberty. But for His 
redemptive power, they would still be 
groaning under the slavery of Eeypt. His 


gmughty hand had released them, had 
destroyed Pharaoh and his host when 
they tried to reimpose the fetters of 


bondage upon them. Remembering their 
experience, they could not question His 
right to Command and their duty to obey. 


It is consequently evident that the sen- 
tence beginning, “I am the Lord thy 
God,” is more than a preamble; as 
Judaism teaches, it is the foundation of 
the Decalogue. 

An important religious doctrine fol- 
lows from this interpretation. When we 
are fully developed in the spiritual sense, 
we appreciate that we should conform to 
the will of God because only by so doing 
we live aright. It is our obligation to 
pursue the good and shun evil—in each 
instance for its own sake. The urge 
should not be motivated by fear of 
punishment if we do wrong, or the 
expectation of reward if we do right. 

Again and again our teachers stress 
the point that man should obey God 
“from love’ and not “from fear.” 
Conscious that He cares for His creatures 
and desires their well-being, and to that 
end has instructed them how to live at 
their best. they on their part should 
respond to that love, and bow to His 
will in the same spirit. When, however. 
man iS not spiritually developed to that 
high degree, the necessity for obedience 
has to be brought home to him by means 
of the promise of reward and punish- 


ment. 
Aft the tinmre of the Revelation, the 
Israchites were an infant people, in 

a State of spiritual development which 
was backward, as demonsirated by their 
frequent lapses into idolatry. For that 
reason, the Decalogue begins with an 
appeal to their sense of obligation to 
God, not to their love for Him And, 
despite the passing of thousands of years 
that still remains true of the majority o 
human beings 

They do not possess an intense 
for God which becomes the mainsprin 
of devoted obedience to His will. 
Religious teachers even now make use of 
the motive of reward and punishment to 
evoke loyalty to God.. They draw pic- 
tures of the delights of heaven and the 
penalties of hell to secure this end. It 
would not be true to say that Jewish 
teaching ts entirely free of this method 
of inducing obedience; bul it is less con- 
spicuous in Judaism than in other creeds 

Rather does it use the doctrine of the 
first commandment as the basis of the 
religious life. We are dependent upon 
God for all we are and have. There- 
fore, He has claims upon us, and we are 
not tree to do as we choose. His com- 
mandments are given us for our good 
not His. We derive advantage from 
compliance with them 


JEWISH EDUCATION 
PROGRESSING 


Urgent Need of Teachers 


[By a Jewisn Reporter] 


“We have reached a truly desperate 
position in the supply of trained and 
qualified teachers.” 

This grave warning was given by the 
Jewish Education Officer, Dr. Nathan 
Morris, when he spoke on the work of 
the London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education, at a meeting over which the 
Chairman, Dr. B. Homa, presided at 
Woburn House an Monday. 

From October, 1945, to October, 1947, 
Said Dr. Morris, the number of pupils 
on thew rolls had increased by 3,000. 
This increase was fairly well spread over 
the whole organisation except for the 


Talmud Torahs. But they had main- 
tained them ground. 

They now had 122 schools-—-synagogue 
classes, Talmud Torahs, and State 
schools. Before the war, they had fewer 
than 100. There were 350 teachers, an 
increase of about 50 compared with the 
pre-war figure Teachers’ salaries at 
presen; accounted for nearly £5,000 a 
month 

He believed that only a central and 


Unitied organisation could have regained 
the ground they lost during the war 


Problem of Finance 


Their two great problems were finance 
and icachers. They were living beyond 
their means and had not enough income 
to cover ther expenditure. That was a 
Serious Obstacle to growth, because they 
could otherwise now increase their num- 
bers. As to the need for teachers, the 
would be wanted to kindle a new fait 
wm ihe children. It meant training on a 
new scale with perhaps a new approach. 

It was intended to launch an appeal 
Shortly for £100,000 for the establish- 
ment ot the Institute of Jewish Educa- 
tion for the Training of Teachers and 
for the expansion and development of 
the activities of the Central Council for 
Jewish Religious Education. in the United 
Kingdom and Eire. 

Ur. Isidore Fishman, deputy Education 
Officer, the Rev. J. Halpern, and Rabbi 
Dr. W. Gottlieb reported respectively on 
the work of the Board in connection with 


State schools, Talmud Torahs, and 
Synagogue classes. 
Dr. |. Fishman reported that there 


were 35 State schools where religious 
instruciion was provided for the Jewish 
Children by the London Board—15 
Primary and 20 Secondary. There were 


4,000 pupils on the combined rolls and 
the cost was £8,000 per annum 

The Rev. J. Halpern said that 1,650 
children were attending 116 Talmud 
Torahs. The number of hours was still 
in the main eight and in some lower 
classes less still A staff of 77 teachers. 
mine of them ladies, was employed 
Recently they had appointed a visiting 
lecturer in Rabbinics, Mr. M. Vilensky 

Rabhi Dr. W Gotiheb sad there were 
72 units at present under the Synagogue 
Classes Department, compared wth some 
60 18 months ago. The active roll was 
now well above §.000. Vacancies for 25 
teachers and five headmasters needed to 
be filled immediately. Sixty per cent of 
their schools me: for at least six hours 
a week Iheir target now was seven 
and a half hours’ teaching a week. The 
number of pupils aged six and seven was 
increasing, and kindergarten classes were 
being opened for children aged five, six. 
and even four and a hall 


ORTHODOX EDUCATION 
BOARD'S PRIZES

The central prize distribution of the 
Board of Orthodox Jewish Education 
was held on Sunday in the Assembly 
Hall of the Avigdor High. School, 6/7, 
Lordship Road, London, N. Mr. J 


Weil, Vice-President of the Unton of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, pre- 
sided. and Mrs. Weil distributed the 
prizes 


The Chairman said that their aim was 
to creaic and assist Talmud Torahs, 
Yeshivot kindergartens, and youth 
societies. and they had already achieved 
remarkable success. 

Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld said that their 
Board provided religious instruction - for 
hundreds of pupils in Talmud Torahs 
and in Conncil and other State schools. 

The Rev. A. Carlebach,. Education 
Officer of the Board, said thay for. far 
too many of the pupils whom _ they 
instructed in the L.C.C. and other non- 
Jewish schools, only those Jewish iessons 
stood between them and complete ignor- 
ance of, and indifference to, all things 
Jewish. Headmasters and headmistresses 
had generally been extremely sym- 
pathetic and helpful, even when i, meant 
some inconvenience to them or thei 
schools. He paid a tribute to the work 
done by the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education im the same direc- 
tion. There was still a wide field of 
similar activity open to both Boards. 

As far as the Board of Orthodox 
Jewish Education was concerned, the 
main difficulty was the lack of funds and 
of suitable teachers.

A.J.A. COUNCIL 


British Jews and the 
Jewish State 


[By a Jewisu Curonicite Reporter) 


The President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, Mr. Leonard Stem, presid- 
ing over a mecting of the Council at 
Woburn House on Tuesday, said in his 
Statement on Palestine, that Britain's 
work in Palestine was rapidly nearing its 
end. British authority was already 
declining, with results which were pain- 
fully perceptible. The severance of the 
British connections was made all the 
more painful by the loss of British good 
will. Ihe British people was patient, 
but not patient enough to endure with- 
out resentment the murder gangs in 
Palestine and the torrent of scurrilous 
abuse from across the Atlantic. 

The United Nations had decided in 
favour of the establishment of Jewish 
and Arab States, to be lhnked together 
in an econonmmc union. The judgment 
had been given and the argument was 
closed. Ihe choice was not between 
that scheme and a beiter scheme, but 
between that scheme and chaos 

A Jewish State was in the making, and 
there could surely be no right-minded 
man, whatever views he might formerly 
have heid. who, weighing the conse- 
quences of failure, would not pray with 
all his heart that the settlement approved 
by the Unned Nalions might succeed 


No Dual Allegiance 


For British Jews, and other Jews oul- 
side Palestine, the establishment in 
Palestine of a Jewish State raised ques- 
tions which it would be idle to ignore 
There could be no room for any dual 
allegiance or dual loyalty. The Jewish 
State would not possess any jurisdiction 
over Jews other than those who had law- 
fully become its citizens. The allegiance 


and lovaltv of British Jews was and 
would remain an undivided allegiance 
and loyalty to Britain—allegiance and 


loyalty not merely in name and in law, 
but in feeling, thought, and deed 

He could see no inconsistency beiween 
the wholehearted acceptance of that 
position and a deeply sympathetic con- 
cern for the future of the Jews m Pales- 
tine. The Association would be false 
to its own traditions if, at thal pregnant 
moment. in Jewish history, i stood 
umidiy aloof

“HISTORY FOR ALL”’ 
Important New Course Inaugurated 


[By a Jewisu Curonicie Reporter) 


A “ History-for-All” course, “ The 
Jewish People Through the Ages,” was 
inaugurated -4ast week at a meeting held 
in the Rose Hertz Mall. Headmasters, 
teachers, chairmen of education com- 
muittees, and some students attended. 

After Dayan H. M. Lazarus, Deputy 
for the Chief Rabbi, had given his bless- 
ing to the , and Dr. Cecil Roth, 
its author, had explained it, Dr. Nathan 
Morris, Director of Jewish 
described its place in the greater pro 
for Jewish adult education, which 
begun with “™ Hebrew-for-All”’ three 
years ago, was continuing with this new 
course and would be completed with a 
course on “Judaism in the Present 
World.”

Abstract Quality of History 
Dayan H. M. Lazarus said the corres- 


pondence course would remove the 
merely abstract quality of history. 
Dr. Cecil Roth said that the Jews 


their religion, 
ceremonies, and lives were based on 
history; wt was history that explained 
their mspirations and history that 
justified their failings. 

Among the reasons for the lack of 
historical among Jews to-day 
was the literature—a_ really 
adequaic library should be made 
available for teachers and pupils. There 
was also a tendency to give those who 
were really interested rather too much 
to chew at a time. What they wanted 


in the new course was to effect a general 
impression in each lesson. They had not 
provided potted history which only 
needed to be learnt by heart. They 
wanted to stimulate individual reading. 
Fes.. there was the Bible, then 
pocrypee access to a Jewish encyclo- 
ld be maps s 
consulted ; on archzological 
research, which amplified and confirmed 
the biblical story; illustrations and illus- 
trated books shoukd be used; and a good 
source book consulted. By the time t 
progressed sufficiently, Dr. R 
said, they would have become interested 
in an individual subject and would look 
that up so that their range of knowledge 
would be widened. 
“You will find more,” said Dr. Roth, 
“in that great scroll of Jewish history 
sull bemg written to-day in letters of 


blood and in letters of heroism than in | 


these pamphiets.”’ 

Dr. Nathan Morris said that 
for-All"’ was in 72 lessons; “ History- 
for-All” would have 25 monthly issues 
over a period of two years. There would 
be tutorial arrangements to encourage 
students to read the necessary books and 
come back with any questions or 
difficulties.

He escaped to 
Algiers in 1943, and General Giraud put 
him in charge of communications there. 


K BE. FOR PROFESSOR 


I see that Professor A. L.. Goodhart, 
who is Professor of Jurisprudence at 
Oxford University, has been created an 
honorary Kaigh Commander of the 
Order of the British Empire. The award 
is an honorary one, because Professor 
Goodhart is an American citizen, 
and it has been conferred “in recogni- 
tion of outstanding services in the 
common interests of our two countries.” 
Dr. Goodhart. who ts a Fellow of 
University College, Oxford, and a 
Bencher of Lincoln's fon, has been teach- 
ing at Oxford since 1931, and is one of 
the few Americans to become a K.C. 
He was Counsel to the American Mission 
which investigated the conditions of the 
Jews in Poland after the first world war.

The Anglo-Palestinian Club has always 
been a very valuable link between the 
Yishuv and the Jews in this country.

RABBI MEIR BERLIN 
IN LONDON 


No Split Betweén Church 
and State 


{By Jewrsn Curonicie Reporter) 


Rabbi Meir Berlin, President of the 
World Mizrachi Organisation, arrived in 
London on Tuesday for a weck’'s stay, 
after spending seven weeks in America. 
In that country he got in touch with all 
religous bodies, and especially youth 
Organisauions. 

‘Almost 90 per cent of American 
Jewry—-now the largest Jcwry in the 
worlkd—is Zionistically inclined,” said 
Rabbi Berlin. “ They see in the Jewish 
State the only hope for coming genera- 
tions of Jews and for the continued 
survival of Judaism Anti-Semitism 1s 
growing everywhere ; Jewishness ts visibly 
weakening: assimilation is oon ft 
increase; and no one could foretell how 
future generations would shape if it were 
not for the rebuilding of the Jewish 
spirit in a Jewrsh land.” 

A new movement had now becn started 
im the Unted States, Rabb; Berlin con- 
tinued. which was recruiting Jewish boys 
and girls to go out and help thei 
brethren in Eretz Yisrael to defend thei 
neh to a Jewish State. Jews all over 
the world would greatly suffer if the 
Jewish State did not come into being. 
and it was the duty of every Jew and 
Jewess to hold out a helping hand 


“ Neutrality” of the Powers 


“The moral effect of an mternational 
force would be of even greater import- 
ance than’ any physical help nu could 
give. said the Rabbi. Jews were, and 
would continue to be. ready to fight for 
themscives, and they had no doubt as to 
who would be victorious. But they were 
being hampered and irked by the so- 
called “ neutrality” of the Mandatory 
Power, which openly showed a bias in 
favour of the Arabs, and even by the 
attitude of the United States. who had 
put an embargo on the sale of arms al a 
time when the Arabs were able to pur- 
chase whatever they wanted through the 
Arab States 

“| beheve.” Rabbi Berlin said, that 
good relations can be restored between 
Jews and Arabs. but not while the Mufti 
s tolerated and allowed by the British 
Government to continue his machina- 
tions. The time will come when Arabs 
and Jews will learn to be good neighbours

Dr. Eduardo Morgan, of Panama, 
expressed his faith that the Commission 
would complete. its task successfully, 
while Mr. Per Federspiel, of Denmark, 
declared that nm was still too early to 
give any general impression about the 
chances of success.

The Jewish Agency has formally asked 
the Palestine Commission to take 
immediate steps for the establishment of 
an official Jewish militia of 30,000 to 
35.000 men. The Palestine Jews, 1 
declared, are “the only community in 
the Near East seriously and immediately 
threatened by aggression, and the only 
community im the Near East that has 
not been able to. make adequate legal 
provision for its own defence.” | 


“Highly Desirable ~ 


The Agency also called on member 
States of the United Nations to provide 
arms freely “to authorised bodies work- 
ing under the United Nations Com- 
mission for the implementation of the 
Assembly's resolution.” Ihe Agency 
described as “highly desirable’ the 
implementation of the partition decision 
by a United Nations force. 

“What action will be taken by the 
Security Council remains uncertain, since 
only six of its members approved of par- 
tition and a minimum of seven votes in 
favour is necessary before the Council 
can take action. It follows that any 
action im regard to the enforcement 
of partition must win the approval of 
Argentina, China, or Colombia, all of 
whom abstained at the vote in. the 
General Assembly

had happened in the recent past, it did 
not stand in comparison with the service 
that Britain had rendered to the Jewish 
people. It would be part of the future 
diplomacy of the Jewish State to foster 
relations with the Anglo-Saxon countries 
and other nations. 


Arab-Jewish Relations 


Our relations with the Arabs in Pales- 
tine and in the surrounding countries 
would be another task of diplomacy. 
“IT am undaunted in this respect,” Dr. 
Weizmann emphasised. The time will 
come, once the State is established, when 
Arabs and Jews will meet on common 
economic and cultural grounds and in 
various other fields. We have a good 
deal to give to the Arabs and they have 
a good deal to give to us.” 

Ihe problem that would face us in the 
first ten years, Dr. Weizmann went on, 
would be to absorb at least one million 
people from Europe. That would require 
great efforts and financial resources. The 
principles of the National Funds had 
produced results that were encouraging 
for the future. At the same time, healthy 
private enterprise would play its part. 
‘Whether we want it or not, we shall 
be judged by what happens in the Jewish 
State,” Dr. Weizmann pointed out, This 
placed a great moral responsibility on 
every Jew. 

Mr. R. H. S. Crossman, M.P., who 
likened Dr. Weizmann to the late Thomas 
Masaryk, said that one of the acid tests 
of Western democracy would be how it 
grappled with the problem of Jewish 
Palestine. 

Mr. Aaron Wright, joining the 
tribute to Dr. Weizmann, appealed to 
the audience to heip the Yishuv in the 
tremendous task that had to be carried 
oul.

ARAB STATES AND PALESTINE 


Reversion to Morrison Plan ? 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


While all attention is focused on the 
fighting in Palestine and on the work of 
the U.N. Implementation Commission, 
important changes in the views of the 
Arab world on the Palestine problem are 
gradually evolving. 

There are at present several trends of 
thought on Palestine among the leadin 
statesmen of the Middle East Ara 
States. The first, which is that of the 
supporters of the ex-Mufti and which 
finds favour with the Syrian Government, 
aims at fighting the Palestinian Jews, 
weakening them numerically and econo- 
mically, and bringing them to a position 
in which the ex-Muiti will dictate peace 
terms. 

The majority of the member States of 
the Arab League, and in particular 
Egypt. Saudi Arabia, and Iraq, tend to 
see the Jewish Community in Palestine 
as an existing factor which cannot be 
overlooked or exterminated. They arc. 
therefore, prepared to allow this com- 
munity a part of Palestine in which the 
Jews could have a considerable measure 
of autonomy, or even complete mdcpen- 
dence, except m regard to immigration 
and defence. They suggest that this 
Jewish area be confined to a proportion 
of the total area of Palestine correspond- 
ing with the present proportion of the 
Jews to the total population of the 
country 

King Abdullah holds the third view, 
which aims at annexing to his domain 
any part of Palestine that might become 
Arab. It is even rumoured that Abdullah 
would be prepared to allow a Jewish 
immigration of 50.000 a vear for the next 
ten years and a smaller number later on 
if the Jews agreed to come under his rule 
together with the rest of Palestine. 

There is also some support for the 
cantonment plan which was adumbrated 
by M. Camille Chamoun at Lake Success. 

> Arab Unanimity ? 

British diplomats in the Middle East, 
who have been busy im the last five 
years with the formation and ma:tenance 
of the Arab League, have been trying, 
ever since the U.N. decision on partition, 
to bridge the differences between the 
Arab States, and efforts have been made 
to exploit the existing confusion among 
Arab statesmen to bring their views more 
in accordance with those of the British. 

It appears that these efforts have met 
with considerable success, and that in 
the last three or four weeks almost all 
the Arab States have either agreed or 
come very near to agreeing with the 
Morrison Plan, which the British Foreign 
Office still considers the only workable 
solution for Palestine. There are clear 
indications that the Arab States. that 
most vigorously rejected this plan last 
year would now welcome its imposition, 
and they have even promised to try to 
persuade the Palestinian Arabs not to

GERMAN ASSETS FOR JEWS 
Big Powers Urged to Act 


At the current session of the Prepara- 
tory Commission of the International 
Refugee Organisation, the Executive Sec- 
retary, Mr. William H. Tuck, asked 
members to press the Big Powers to 
make available $12,500,000 of a fund of 
$25,000,000 derived from German assets 
which has been pledged for Jewish re- 
habilitation operations. 

The other half of the fund is at present 
frozen in Sweden, and negotiations are 
im progress tor liquidating the Nazi 
assets and turning the proceeds over to 
the Joint Distribution Committee and 
the Jewish Agency as reparations. At 
present. the negotiations are tied up in 
the red tape of national and international 
restrictions 

Mr. Tuck also called on countries 
which were neutral during the war and 
hold assets of Jews who died heirless as 
a result of Nazi persecutions, to release 
such property to the central Jewish 
agencies for the relief of surviving vic- 
tims.

FIGHTING RACIAL 
PREJUDICE 


U.N. Asked to Act 


[From our Own Correspondent} 
New York 


The United Nations sub-commission 
on freedom of information and the Press, 
meeting at Lake Success, has made a 
roposal to deny Press freedom to pub- 
ications which spread and incite racial 
and religious prejudice. 

The proposal was made by Dr. 
Maurice Halperin, Secretary of the Co- 
ordinating Board of Jewish Organisa- 
tions, composed of the American 
Jewish Conference, Board of Deputies of 
British Jews. and the South African 
Jewish Board of Deputies 

Dr. Halperin declared that there exists 
considerable reluctance to impose limita- 
tions on freedom of information and of 
the Press in the International Bill of 
Human Rights, which was designed to 
rotect and guarantee the extent of 
rights, rather than restrict 
them. At the same time, it was generally 
conceded that absolute freedom of ex- 
pression as an abstract concept was an 
unattainable ideal Certain limitations 
were indispensable for the protection of 
the common welfare. 

It was their belief, Dr. Halperin con- 
tinued, that the desirability of discourag- 
ing and preventing the dissemination of 
racial or religious hatred was at least as 
great as the prevention of the dissem:na- 
tion of obscenity 


A Constant Threat 


But history had proved that in the 
cases of anti-Semitism, of the persecu- 
tion of Protestants by Catholics, of 
Catholics by Protestants, of Moslems by 
Hindus, of Hindus by Moslems, of 
people of one colour by people of 
another colour, the existence of racial 
and religious prejudice represented a 
constant threat, not only to human 
moral, but to human lives 

Dr. Halperin contends that in the 
treatment of their Jewish citizens, the

BASIC RECIPE 


Most OF US have proved how 
dumplings will eke out the ration 
and make a rather meagre dish into 
a satisfying meal. Many dumpling 
recipes, however, take more fat than 
can be spared; but here are some 
recipes for fatless dumplings which you 
will want to try. The quantities allow 
for four helpings.

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PROBLEMS 


MORE than a million homeless wanderers, 
of whom about a quarter are Jewish 
—homeless through no fault of their own 
—are still in the displaced persons’ camps 
in Europe. Much progress has been made 
in coping with the problem: the number of 
D.P.s in Germany alone at the end of the 
war was eight millions. But those who 
remain. some 650,000 of whom are the 
responsibility of the International Refugee 
Organisation, include some of the saddest 
cases of all—men and women who have 
been, perforce, wanderers for anything up 
to 15 years. The problem, be it stressed, Is 
not of their making, nor is it wholly 
(though admittedly largely) attributable to 
the ex-enemy countries. Few nations, if 
any, have an unblemished record in regard 
to the refugees; . those that cannot be 
charged with overt acts must, for the most 
part, plead guilty to sins of omission, It 
may be true thay these unhappy people are 
dependent on what it is rather ungracious 
to call charity; but their destitution and 
misery is an overwhelming and (to them) 
unavoidable misfortune: it is comparable 
with what is called, in the almost blas- 
phemous terminology of English law, an 
“act of God “—a disaster that no foresight 
of theirs could have averted. It follows that 
their relief by those more fortunately placed 
is definable less accurately as charity than 
as duty. But while emphasising the abso- 
lute necessity of relieving their distress, 1t 
would be folly to ignore or to minimise, the 
enormous difficulty and complexity of the 
task For instance, LR.O. has as yet 
no corporate existence; the body that took 
over from Unrra last July and ts sull func- 
tioning is P.C.1.R.O.—the Preparatory Com- 
mission of the Organisation. For the work- 
ing of LR.O. proper, 15 ratified signatures 
are required, and only 12 of these have so 
far been deposited. The 20 States that 
signed the instrument constituting LR.O. 
were due to contribute, for the year ended 
June, 1948, the sum of $122,347,049 Up to 
the end of November last, the Organisa- 
tion had received of this amount only 
$38,239. 838, or well under third. 
PC. .LR.O. is thus under the necessity of 
“cutting its coat according to ts cloth.” 


The meeting that 1s how being held in 
Geneva will have to decide whether it shall 
adopt a long-term or a short-term policy. 
Ihe constitution of 1R.O. defines it as “a 
non-permanent body,’ designed to deal 
specifically with a post-war problem. The 
question now arises whether the constitution 
should be amended in this respect, and 
whether the inexorable logic of events does 
not necessitate the creation of a permanent 
or Quasi-permanent body. Apart from the 
influx of new refugees, the birth-rate among 
the D.P.s 1s high. In four months, 76,000 
reiugees were repatriated, yet during that 
period, the number of persons receiving care 
and maintenance decreased by only 32,353. 
Nor has the situation been eased by the 
attitude of some of the immigrant-receiving 
nations, many of which. have been willing 
to take in only able-bodied and skilled 
workers and have refused to admit. their 
dependants. Such discmmuination is to be 
deplored on practical as well as humant- 
larian grounds: experience has shown that 
men separated trom their tamilies do not 
make contented or efficient workers. 


Voluntary help in coping with the prob- 
lem of the refugees is indispensable, but the 
tragedy is too vast to be dealt with 
except on an international scale. In_ this 
connection, the decision (probably dictated 

mistakenly——by economic reasons) of 
the British Government not to contri- 
bute to the United Nations Children’s 
Emergency Fund, on the grounds that 
it is better for this cause to be assisted 
by voluntary contributions, must be 
regretted. Since the United States has 
promised to add $57 to every $43 contributed 
by other Governments (but not by volun- 
tary bodies), and the French have promised 
a further contribution of 6 per cent of the 
American grant, it is clear that the British 


_retusal deprives the Fund of an amount 


much greater than the contribution. this 
country might make. 

A very large part of P.C.1.R.O.’s inade- 
Guale budget is now being used for the care 


and maintenance of refugees and displaced 
persons in permanent camps in Europe, with 
the result that too little is left for the “ long- 
term” task of training and resettlement in 
new surroundings. Of the unhappy people 
who were driven from the lands of their 
birth some were already old; many have 
aged in exile—have become old in years 
and weary in spirit. For these innocent 
unfortunates the future holds no prospects; 
they are too old and too tired to build up 
a new life. But among them, too—and in 
vastly greater numbers—there the 
young, a new generation into whose souls 
the iron has not, as yet, entered too deeply 
for them to play a healthy and worthy part 
in the world. To decide between these two 
categories is a heartbreaking task. The old, 
because of their sufferings, have an inde- 
feasible claim on our sympathies; it is the 
young who are the better able to pay a 
dividend in constructive work, in happiness, 
and general welfare. As things stand at 
present, the actual budget figure of the 
Organisation is $117,000,000, of which no 
less than $80,000,000 is earmarked for care 
and maintenance. A further $16,000,000 is 
accounted for by administrative and opera- 
tive activities, with only $4,000,000 for 
repatriation and $14,000,000 for resettle- 
ment. It would seem, therefore, that an 
undue proportion of the funds goes to the 
care of the aged, to the detriment of the 
young, and that men and women in the 
prime of life who are anxious and eager 
to help in alleviating the world shortage of 
labour may have to wait vears for their 
opportunity 

It has been proposed that a date shail 
be fixed after which no further refugees 
shall be accepted for care and maintenance. 
This proposal has been hotly contested on 
humanitarian grounds, although some of 
the countries most insistent on the humani- 
tarian attitude have not been the foremost 
in. providing financial resources to make it 
possible. Whatever may be the solution, it 
is at least clear that it 1s better to restore 
some of the refugees to life than to leave 
all of them moribund. The problem is one 
that ought to weigh very heavily on the 
conscience of the world. The nations’ treat- 
ment of these unfortunates may be a 
measure Of mankind's ability to cope with 
the vaster and even more menacing world 
problems that loom ever larger on_ the 
horizon. 


DEFENCE APPEAL 
AT last week’s meeting of the Board of 


Deputies, it was announced by Mr. Louis 
J. Hydlemdan, J.P., the Chairman of the 


Jewish Defence Committee, that the 
Defence Appeal was now definitely 
launched. The amount in hand from the 


revious Defence Appeal, of four years ago, 

would last for only five months at* the 
present inadequate rate of expenditure. So 
the long-anticipated appeal is now under 
way; and, whatever other financial claims 
may be made upon the community, this one 
demands the foremost consideration. Last 
March this appeal was authorised by the 
Board. Since then, with a view to promot- 
ing the utmost possible degree of unity, 
there have Leen constant and protracted 
discussions regarding its precise organisa- 
tion. The arguments,. however, were con- 
nected with organisational details rather 
than the overriding principle of the matter, 
and no responsible person would question 
the propriety of the appeal itself. 

No member of the community, whatever 
his particular sectional or political affilia- 
lions, can with any show of decency refuse 
to contribute to this cause with whole- 
hearted generosity. All, without exception, 
are directly and immediately concerned in 
this matter. Orthodox and Liberal, Sefardi 
and Ashkenazi, Zionist and non-Zionist, 
the rich and the poor, are equally 
affected. The anti-Semitic attacks are 
deliberately directed against Jews as Jews, 
and menace the security of every one of us. 
They cannot be countered by sectional or 
individual measures, but only by centralised 
and concerted effort. The obvious agency 
which is qualified and entitled to lead 
the anu-defamation campaign on behalf of 
British Jewry is the Board of Deputies. 
Dissident and factional operations impede 
the common struggle, and encourage only 
the evil forces which stand arrayed against 
us. Unity and discipline are essential in 
this fight for the community's very survival. 
Upon its issue depends the fate of every 
individual and every group in our midst. 
Just because no merely personal or sectional 


interests are at stake, the paramount need 
is for co-operation and mutual aid. They 
must, indeed, be dull of imagination who 
would refuse at this time to support a cause 
which is equally their own and that of their 
tellow-Jews. The appropriate machinery lies 
ready to hand, wanting only the financial 
wherewithal which will enable it to function 
properly and fully. 

By their attitude to this appeal will be 
judged the sincerity of those Deputies who 
profess their devotion to the wel-being of 
Anglo-Jewry. For their devotion will now be 
seen in deeds no less than in words. Only 
those who put party first will refuse their 
support because the fund does not happen to 
be administered by themselves or their own 
particular associates. It cannot be too 
strongly urged that this is a matter which 
transcends ail differences of opinion ex- 
pressed in the Board’s debates. The anti- 
defamation measures undertaken by the 
Board necessarily cover a very wide field, 
and each and every action taken cannot be 
expected to receive the unanimous approval 
of Deputies. Indeed, there is always room 
—and the necessity—to argue closely the 
efficiency or lack of efficiency of the action 
taken in the name and for the protection of 
the community. But unless ordinary good 
faith is reposed in the Board’s elected com- 
mittees and duly appointed officers, the 
whole machinery of defence will be jeopard- 
ised. Provided, however, Deputies of all 
parties and beliefs back up this essential 
appeal as it deserves, the weight of their 
authority should ensure its being brought 
to the proper attention of the public. In 
that event, the financial response should be 
commensurate with the importance of the 
cause, and it is not too much to speak in 
terms of a quarter of a million pounds. 
If once the fact is brought home to Jews 
that a strong defence organisation is the 
primary. necessity of all—upon_ which 
Anglo-Jewry’s existence depends—then they 
will not fail in their duty. 


OBSESSION 


To the simple-minded it might appear to be 
axiomatic that a trade or professional periodi- 
cal should concern itself primarily, if not 
exclusively, with the affairs of the vocation tor 
which it purports to cater. One would suppose, 
for example, that Worip’s Press News 
would use the whole of the space allotted to 
it for matters relating to newspapers and news- 
papermen. It is the more puzzling, therefore, 
that this periodical seems now to be devoting 
an increasingly large proportion of its columns 
to the propagation of crude anti-Semitism— 
a movement one would. have deemed to be 
neither particularly concerned with newspapers 
nor appealing to those who earn their liveli- 
hood from them. The current issue of WorRLD’s 
Press News contains no fewer than three 
examples of this curtous obsession. In the first 
place, two whole columns are devoted to a 
letter from Mr. Sydney Horler explaining to 
the United States just why “we dislike 
Americans.” The “chief and overwhelming 
reason ~ js, it appears, “ the filthy campaign of 
hate organised by the Wall Street Jews and 
their debased hirelings—Ben Hecht, Louis 
Bromfield, and others of that highly odorous 
crowd—in the matter of Palestine.” It is quite 
possible that Mr. Horler, not, if one may say 
so, the most obvious exponent of English cul- 
ture at its best, is unaware of the fact that Ben 
Hecht is no more representative of American 
Jews than Sir Oswald Mosley is representative 
of British Christians. It is doubtful whether 
the excuse of invincible ignorance of this kind 
would be advanced by, or accepted from, the 
Editor of WorLp’s Press News. On the same 
page there is prominently displayed, in bold 
type, a series of “ prophecies” by Mr. C. H. 
Douglas, of “social credit” fame (although 
* 'W.P.N.” omits to mention this). As early as 
1939, it appears, Mr. Douglas prophesied the 
establishment of international police states, on 
the Russian model, beginning with Great 
Britain; the restoration of. the gold standard; 
the elimination of Great Britain “in the cul- 
tural sense”; and the establishment of the 
Zionist State in Palestine “as a geographical 
centre of World Control.” Since not a single 
one of these predictions has been fulfilled. the 
heading “Was This Prophecy Right?” seems 
to be in the nature of a rhetorical question. As 
if this did not suffice, we find on another page 
of the same issue a “Contrast: For Thinking 
Minds.” The amazing phenomenon to which 
our cerebation is directed is the fact that only 
£462 has been subscribed towards the costs of 
Mr. Caunt in defending his anti-Jewish article 
in the MORECAMBE AND HEYSHAM VISITOR, 
whereas nearly £3,000 was “ promptly raised ” 
for. the defence of two Jewish ex-Servicemen 
charged with and acquitted of the attempied 
murder of an ex-18b detainee. It is difficult 
to »magine what will be the result of cogitation 
by “thinking minds” over these two wholly 
unrelated episodes, and almost as difficult to 
guess how the second at least concerns a paper 
supposedly devoted to the interests of profes- 


sional journalists. A_ parallel between the 
unsuccessful appeal for funds by Caune 
and the successful appeal by Mr. Haroid |. 
might conceivably have had some relevang 
But the shooting case had no CONCEiVable 
connection with journalism, so that the * Con- 
trast” would appear to exist only jp the 
imagination of the Editor of Wortn's 
NEws. 


FLASHBACK 


Tne course of events in Germany. Particy 
larly with regard to Jews, reminds us of 4 film 
flashback. The old slogans, catchworg 
atmosphere, and outbreaks of Violence oom

This process is indicateg 
clearly in the report of the Board of Deputies 


Foreign Affairs Committee (recorded in this 
paper last week), apart from the frequen 
reports published from our own correspondeny 
visiting Central Europe.

a verdict which aroused indignation in Jewish 
and anti-Fascist quarters in the British Zone 
By four votes to three, the notorious Ve 
Harlan, the film director who produced anp. 
Jewish and militarist films for Goebbels. wa 
“completely rehabilitated.” The announve. 
ment of the sentence was preceded by the show. 
ing to the members of the Commission of the 
version of “Jew Siiss” which he made— 
evidently they thought that. the producer of 
such a picture could not be left idle in the 
Germany of to-day! Hard on the outbreak 
of the war-—-declared by the Nazis to he g 
crusade against “Jewish  plutocracy 
Harlan had undertaken the production of the 
film about Siiss, knowingly falsifying the Story 
of that half-Jew in order to bolster up the 
fiction about a Jewish “plot” for “ world 
power.” For a long time Harlan had rum. 
maged among the archives of Stuttgart: he 


acquired a thorough knowledge of the peria 


and well knew the truth about the tragic Jew 
Siiss who was ultimately hanged. New executions 
for six millions were already in preparation, and 
Harlan was given the task of justifying, in his 
film, their necessity. (To quote the U.S.-licensed 
Berlin TAGESSPIEGBL: “From the film ‘Jew 
Siiss ’ the way leads straight to the gas-chambers 
of Auschwitz.) Harlan accomplished the task 
set him‘ and others like it, producing films 
during the war which glorified German militar. 
ism and Nazi ideals. Even as late as (945 he 
began a Nazi version of “Shylock ; the 
Streicher-like caricature. was to dance on the 
graveyards of European Jewry. But-the milr 
tary defeat of Germany interrupted Harlan: 
activities. Now the Hamburg verdict would 
appear to help them forward again. It & 
however, difficult to believe that this will 
happen, since the Association of Film Pro 
ducers has ordered its members to withhold all 
co-operation from Harlan. Whatever Harlans 
personal fate may be—a new trial or a new 
film—there is something more important about 
the case. To quote the local organ, JUDISCHES 
GEMEINDEBLATT FUR DIE BritiscHe “The 
verdict in Bamburg confirms us in our dts 
belief that Germany will recover as long & 
the German nation is unable itself to remove 
the poison with which Goebbels wished tl 
destroy other nations but which in the ene 
led to the unprecedented catastrophe of ! 
own country.”

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JEWISH MYSTICISM 
Cabbalistic Writings 


_ A History of Jewish Mysticism. By 
Eanes Murer. East and West Library. 
R« ‘

Notwithstanding the findings of modern 
scholarship, the Sefer Yezira is still 
ascribed by some to R. Akiba, or even to 
the patriarch Abraham, and the Zohar to 
R. Simeon b. Yochai. Among 
writings, the Sefer Raziel has even been 
ascribed to an angel of that name. In 
reality, the Cabbala, and especially the 
doctrine of emanation, is largely a recon- 
struction and revival of extraneous 
Gnostic writings. Yet there are still 
enthusiasts who believe in the great 
antiquity of the Cabbala, and _ the 
mystic Oscar Goldberg even speaks 
of a “ Cabbala shebiktav ” as well as a 
‘Cabbala shebaal pe’ dating from the 
pre-Mosaic era. Be that as it may. 
fo-day, the layman understands by the 
term Cabbala the doctrine of emanation 
as ex~pounded by the Zohar, and the 
mystical sophistic transposition and 
numerical evaluation (Gematria) of letters 
and words in the Bible, as they were later 
developed by the two main teachers of 
the Cabbala, Moses Cordovero and Isaac 
Luna, and later still by the Chassidic 
Rabbis. Of the casuistic numerical 
evaluations and combinations of R. 
Jacob b. Asher in his commentary to the 
Pentateuch, the rudiments are already to 
be found in the Talmud, which, however, 
as may be readily understood, have 
nothing to do with mysticism. The 
doctrines and reports of supernatural 
matters which occur in the Talmud belong 
io the realm of metaphysics or folklore ; 
often they are cortemporary Munchaus- 
enisms which have nothing in common 
with Cabbalistic mysticism. 


“ Mystical” Aspects 


It follows, therefore, that this book's 
first chapter, about the mystical aspects 
of the Bible, is, from a scholarly point 
of view, somewhat wide of the mark. 
No mystical allusions in a Cabhalistic 
sense are to be found in the Bible (unless 
the visions of the prophets are to be 
regarded as such). ft is true that some 
enthusiasts read such allusions into it: 
but in the same way they could be read 
into Shakespeare’s “ Hamlet,” just as 
some admirers of Goethe actually tind 
such in the Second Part of his “ Faust.” 
The Bible as such is plain and its 
language is clear. If some commentators, 
such as Bachya, Nachmanides, and Jacob 
b. Asher, indulge in a mystical exposi- 
tion, Kimchi and others expound it 
purely from a grammatical standpoint ; 
Zarza, Moses Chefez, and others trom a 
purely philosophical point of view. Ibn 
Ezra even reads into it his acute Biblical 
criticism: while the best-known, most 
deserving, and most widely publicised 
commentator, Rashi, repeatedly stresses 
the fact that his exposition is made only 
according to the Peshat, the simplest 
sense of the words. Somewhat naive 1s 
the suggestion to include the Book of 
Daniel not in the section of the Hagio- 
erapha, but in that of the Prophets ; every- 
one should know that our arrangement 
of the Hebrew Bible has been masor- 
etically established in the Talmud; while 
the Septuagint and the Vulgate, as well 
as all translations which follow them, list 
the Book of Daniel with the Prophets. 

Ihe other chapters present extracts 
“from earlier and Cabbalistic 
writings, especially from the Zohar, as 
well as incidents from the life of many 
a mystical personality and enthusiast, 
particularly among the later Rabbis of 
the Chassidim Of greater value are these 
extracts from texts (in translation) of 
Cabbalistic and Chassidic works. From 
the scholarly point of view, they offer 
little that is new to the expert. For the 
layman, however, who does not know 
the originals and for whom this book is 
peieharile intended, they are both instruc- 
tive and entertaining. It is a pity that 
the bibliography contains much thai 1s 
unimportant and even irrelevant, while 
some works of special importance are 
omitted. 


BOOK BRIEFS 


Shuttle, by Hermon Ould (Dakers, 
iSs.), contains autobiographical expert 
ences and reflections of much interest.

THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY AND THE JEWISH STATE 


By WALTER ZANDER 


Secretary of the Friends of the Hebrew University 


The decision of the United Nations to 
partition Palestine includes the proposal 
that the ae of Jerusalem with its sur- 
rounding villages and towns shall belong 
neither to the Jewish State nor to the 
Arab State but will be placed under an 
International Trusteeship System. With 
regard to the relations of the City with 
the two Palestinian States, the scheme 
contains a number of suggestions of 
which the following two are of particu- 
lar importance: (a) Arabs and Jews 
residing in Jerusalem are entitled to opt 
tor citizenship of their respective States 
while maintaining residence in the City: 
(b) the City shall guarantee free transit 
and visit to residents of the Arab and 
Jewish States in Palestine, subject only 
io security conditions. At present, a 
special committee under the Trusteeship 
Council ts working out the constitution 
of the City, and the completion of che 
draft is expected within the next few 
weeks. 

The creation of an independent 
Government for Jerusalem is bound to 
give rise to far-reaching problems. The 
Jewish Agency and the Vaad Leumi, 
which in the past have largely determined 
the Jewish character of Jerusalem, will 
naturally move—with their leading mem- 
bers, their staff, and their familics—into 
the Jewish State and will be transformed 
into the Jewish Government Other 
Organisations and private cilizens con- 
nected with the Government or adminis- 
tration will have to follow and there will 
be a certain exodus from the City which, 
under the existing conditions, cannot be 


avoided. 
Outstanding Symbol 


In such developments what will be 
the part of the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, the University which, in the 
words of Dr. Weizmann, was to be “ the 
haven where the wandering soul of Israel 
should find peace ™ and witch in tact 
has become an outstanding symbol! of 
Jewish restoration? Is it possible to 
imagine that the University, wholly or in 
art, should follow the Government and 
wand Jerusalem? All Jews are united 
in the. resolve thai the Jewish character 


of Jerusalem under the new order of 
things must be not only maintained but 
strengthened more than ever before, and 
every possible effort is to be made to 
counteract the effects of the unavoidable 
exodus out of Jerusalem. This is the 
declared policy of the national move- 
ment and is certainly backed by Jews all 
over the world. Such a resolve is not 
based on narrow national aspirations but 
is compatible with the broadest inter- 
of Jerusalem's destiny. If ever 
crusalem is to attain that universal 
character to which it is predestined as 
no other place on the globe, it must 
continue to be the focal point in which 
three world civilisations meet Ihe 
political-national centre of Jewish life 
may largely shift into the Jewish State. 
But the University can become that 
rallying point of Jewish cultural and 
intellectual life which will safeguard the 
Jewish element in the Holy Cits

Already to-day the Hebrew University, 
with iis 1,200 students, its academx 
staff of 170 members, its buildings, insti- 
tutes, laboratories, the University-Hadas- 
sah Hospital, and the National Library. 
iS a mighty factor. But when the Uni- 
versity 1s completed, its Medical School 
and is Faculty of Social Sciences 
opened, and the University City, with its 
student hostels, living quarters for the 
stafl, and its assembly hall, established. 
the corporative body of such a Univer- 
sity will determine Jewish cultural life 
in Jerusalem and exert a_ far- 
reaching influence in the world at large 

On the other hand, there will develop 
a natural and healthy need to establish 
some departments and schools within 
ihe Jewish State in addition to those 
which exist in Jerusalem. To a certam 
extent such parallel institutions already 
exist to-day, as, for instance, the depart- 
ments of chemistry and physics at the 
Technion -in_ Haifa. These different 
needs will have to be considered and 
met on the strength of their meriis but 
nothing should be done as a result of 
political developments which might 


weaken the central institution in Jerusa- 
lem. Culturally we cannot recognise any 
borders between Jerusalem and the 
Jewish State, and if there is any conflict 
regarding the academic organisation it 
appears (oO me that on principle preter- 
ence should be given to the compiction 
of the University of Jerusalem. As time 
goes on and the Yishuv increases there 
will even arise the need to establish one 
or more additional universities m the 
country, as the so-called “ red-brick 
universities have developed this 
country durmge the last gencration 
two But to Jews Jerusalem mus: be 
what Oxford and Cambridge united are 
io the British, and we must concentrate 
first on the fullest development of the 
University on Mount Scopus 

The continued stream of students from 
the Jewssh State to the University will 
greatly strengthen the links with Jerusa- 
lem and become like modern pilgrimages 
to the Holy City: and these links will 
become even stronger through the con 
imuation and expansion of the cxtra- 
mural activities (adult education) by 
which the teachers of the University 
ihemselves go out to the people and 
lecture in the meeting-halls of the towns 
and villages. in the Kvyutzot and the 
K ibbutzim 


ihe State's Position 


It can be assumed that the establish. 
ment of the Jewish State will greatly 
stabilise the University in the financial 
sphere Hitherto the 
the academic institutions im this country 

has not received any Government 
erants and has been denendent almost 
exclusively on voluntary contributions 
This, it ws hoped, will now change and 
we can cxpect at leasi a certain grant 
from the future Jewish Treasury But 
whatever this grant may be, the need 
lor voluntary help will certainly con- 
tinue. The giving of a State grant for 
the University whl probably raise the 
question of the extent to which the 
Government of the Siate ‘should have 
the right of control. This issue will 
have to be faced in all its aspects

The Value of Criticism 
From Dr. ROBERT WELTSCH 


Sirn,—Whatever view one may take ol 
the various points made in Mr. Beloft's 
article, it is a depressing experience to 
see that the principal reaction to criticism 
in the Zionist ranks is emotional and 
resentful. The grave situation that has 
now arisen as-.a result of the last eight 
years of official Zionist policy does not 
justify this indignation. We must under- 
stand that all of us Zionists are deeply 
concerned about the fate of Palestine, 
and that this honest concern is the source 
of criticism. We are under a permanent 
obligation to re-examine Zionist policy 
without prejudice. Unfortunately, 1 has 
never been popular to express a dissent- 
ing view since the official Zionist leader- 
ship, together with the invention of the 
Bilimore programme and olf “ activism, 
embarked upon a sweeping and successful 
propaganda campaign in order to bring 
about the complete Gleichschaltung oft 
all parts of the movement. The Zionist 
party system had the inevitable effect of 
silencing independent individual thinking. 
In a situation like the present it should 
be acknowledged that this is not to the 
advantage of Zionism. It does not help, 
either, to repeat all the well-known argu- 
ments, because reality is not altered by 
polemics. ts 

We have now reached a critical siage 
in the development of the policy which 
ostensibly attained its goal with the U.N. 
decision of November 29. The political 
situation at Lake Success seems to be 
very confused at present, to say the 
least. We are waiting for what the 
United Nations Commission of five will

ness of the principal sponsor of the 
famous decision, the United States, to 
commit itself to active assistance which 
it alone can give. At the same time, the 
policy of the Jewish Agency, whateve: 
ts dreams or intentions may have been. 
has landed the Yishuv in a war. and even 
if all of us agreed (which is not the case) 
that this was inevitable, we have to realise 
thaf this fact creates an entirely different 
outlook. Is it not allowed, in view of 
these embarrassing facts, to question 
the wisdom of a policy which both at 
Lake Success and in Palestine was. per- 
sistenily conducted as an anti-British 
campaign?’ For many years, a number 
of Jewish leaders have liked to indulge 
in rhetorical phraseology based upon the 
ill-advised slogan of an “ Anglo-Jewish 
war.” In America it was fashionable to 
add the version that the Jewish war was 
directed against British Imperialism 
while the Arabs were some sort of virtual 
allies of the Jews in this war of libera- 
tion, This fundamental misconception was 
sincerely believed by hundreds. of 
thousands of people. In Palestine, anti- 
British propaganda went on unabated. 
and, combined with the philosophy of! 
activism, led to the terrorist aberrations, 


a new phenomenon in Jewish life 
against which the Jewish Community 
originally protested, but to which they 


then became indifferent, to say the -least. 
The Briush reluctance to hi back as. any 
other army would have done, strength- 
ened the belicf that the Jews would be 
permanently allowed to wage a unilateral 
war. Unfortunately, the present happen- 
ings in Palestine do not bear out this 
expectation 

The Biltmore programme, tormulated 


in 1942, raised the batile-cry of “ inde- 
pendence,” the creation of an ™ in- 
dependent democratic State in Pales- 
tune,” which always was, and has now 


become again, the programme of Arab 
nationalism. The only sensible inter- 
pretation of “ Biltmore” was the demand 
that the British should leave. This 
demand has been expressed, in a more 
frank and aggressive manner, by all the 
terrorist groups, im the name of true 
Hebrew patriotism, since 1942. Nobody 
seemed to realise that an evacuation of 
the country by the British would mean 
the end of administration on Western 
lines and the relapse of the country into 
anarchy and tribal warfare of Oriental 
ferocity. Anyhow. the “ declaration of 
war” against Britain, issued, naturally, 
not by the Jewish Agency, but by self- 
appointed guardians of Jewish “ {ree- 
dom,” without’ resolute disapproval by 
more responsible bodies, finally resulted 
in a situation where the Yishuv has to 
conduct a war on two fronts, without 
visible ally. This drifting of Zionist 
policy into a very dangerous position 
did not have the approval of the whole 
of the Yishuv.

of the noise of official rhetoric and of 
the terrific upheaval of ill-informed 
Jewish public opinion in the United 
States. It is quite justified for Mrs. 
Meyerson now desperately to appeal to 
American Jewry for an immediate 
contribution of $25,000,000; for this 
is the war American Jewry, perhaps un- 
consciously, clamoured for. Now, being 
attacked by a ferocious enemy, 
Yishuy is, of course, united, and is deter- 
mined to defend itself. t does not 
mean that everybody approves all the 
methods of this warfare, especially as 
there is no clear demarcation of responsi- 
bility. Some of the so-called “ punitive 
actions” are openly disapproved by a 
large part of the Yishuv; as an example, 

would mention the strong condemna- 
tion expressed by the veteran Zionist 
leader, Moshe Smilanski, of Rehovot, 
in Haaretz of January 16. But all of 
us recognise the necessity of resolute 
defence of the Yishuv in the face of 
terrible odds, and it is an obvious obliga- 
tion of world Jewry to support it in this 
struggle 

At the same time, we should not lose 
sight of the decisive political aspects of 
the matter. Should we not be allowed 
to question the wisdom of a policy which 
has resulted in the complete alenation 
of British public opinion, and has turned 
the only ally which the Jews really had 
into a potential foe (and, in many in- 
stances, into an actual foe)? It is easy 
to argue that the White Paper, and 
British policy as a whole, or the malevo- 
lence of Mr. Bevin, are responsible for 
this situation. Of course they are. No 
one who criticises official Zionist policy 
wishes to defend the blunders and per- 
versities of Britis: policy. But to 
denounce British policy may be a task 
for a historian who is concerned with 
the moral judgment of posterity. The 
politician has to reckon with facts, un- 
pleasant as they may be. To retain an 
ally who is in general agreement with 


pos. and conducts a policy which you 
ike, does not require special political 
ability. The test for sltatesmanship arises 


in the admittedly difficult condition that 
your ally, the only one you have, decides 
that he cannot do as you would like, 
so that you have to discover how to carry 


on your work, and at the same time stick 
to the alliance on which your work is 
based. I Wo not propose to discuss the 
merits of these complicated litical 
questions here. It may be too late for 
that, or too early. What I nat to 
stress is merely the fact that there is no 
justification for excessive self-satisfac- 
tion and self-righteousness on the side 
of the Zionist dership, and that a 
strong point can be- made in favour of 
the view that Anglo-Jewry may be called 
u to important role in the 

ing of the future. 

or better or for worse, we are now 
in the claws of war, and every day in 
Palestine costs precious blood. A ter- 
rible responsibility rests upon _ the 
Zionist leadership, quite different from 
everything in Zionist history. In_ this 
tragic situation, our conscience should 
not resent a critical argument which may 
help to discover mistakes, even if the 
views expressed are not popular at the 
moment, Ropert WELTSCH.

From Mr. GORDON LIVERMAN, J.P. 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—A critic of my recent article in 
THe Jewrsn Curonicre on “ The Future 
of the Board of Deputies,” has devoted a 
column and a half in the organ of the 
Progressive Group (under the head- 
ing: Much Ado About Nothing” !) 
to the issue which I raised. The criticisms 
demonstrated clearly the intention of the 


writer to ignore facts. 
i assert that there is a serious crisis 
in the affairs of the Board of Deputies, 


which. unless faced before the next elec- 
tion. will result in an attenuated Board 
being returned and one which will cer- 
tainly not be “so representative of the 
various shades of opinion in Anglo- 
Jewry as it is to-day.’ 

My contribution to this tissue was, as 
is recognised by m critic, a moderate 
one—and deliberately so. as | did not 
desire to open a campaign against the 

* Progressive Group,” as has been attri- 
buted to me, but, on the contrary, wished 
to find a basis for future co-operation 
and good will in the community. 

The first misrepresentation I must deal 
with is a suggestion that I wish the 
majority to give way to the minority. 
My article clearly recognised a majority 
and was implicit that there was no com- 
plaint on that score. To quote my 
reference to the Jewish Defence Com- 
mittee on this point is completely mis- 
leading, because I have ‘not the slightest 
idea whether the supporters of the “ Pro- 
gressive Group” are in a majority or 
not on that Committee. Nobody on 
that Committee has ever bothered about 
such issues, and, as I have stated, our 
task has been “ above the battle.” As, 
however, | absolutely deny that anybody 
resents the members of the “ Group” 
being in a majority and that that is the 
issue, | need not examine further this 
evidence.” 

My critic must know quite well what 
my friends and I mean when we com- 
plain of “ control.” The complain, has 
been specifically stated over and over 
again and must be repeated, particularly 
becayse, much to my surprise, there ts 
a denial to the point of callin ing my charge 


nonsensical, that the Progressive 
Group exercises control over its mem- 
bers. 

Can it be denied that whenever an 
issue arises which, in the opinion of the 
leader or leaders of the “ Progressive 
Group,” calls for a vote in a certain 


direction. a circular, which can fairly 
be described as a “ whip,” is sent round 
to the members of the “Group”? I 
have seen these circulars with my own 
eyes over and over again. If they sum- 
moned to a particular debate those who 
might not otherwise have been there, 
there could be no complaint, but the 
wording of each circular makes it quite 
clear that a certain action must be taken. 

What would happen to a member of 
the “ Progressive Group™ who did not 
Vote in accordance with the views of the 


THE DEPUTIES” 


circular “ whip” sent to him? What 
would be his fate at the next election 
to the Board? Would his name appear 
on the lists sent out to the faithful with 
voting guidance for the Committees” 
The fate of those, even of strong Zionist 
views, who did not toe the line in accord- 
ance with the circular instructions of the 

‘Group ” 1s clearly demonstrated by the 
elections which take place to fill vacan- 
cies at fairly frequent meetings of the 
Board. On this point, .also, there is 
abundant evidence for all those to read 
who have not too much sand in their 
eyes. 

When I ' ‘come down to brass tacks,’ 
as my critic observed, | am once more 
completely misinterpreted. Nobody has 
suggested “each deputy unto himself,” 
“no prior consultation,” “no prelimi- 
nary discussion.’ On the contrary, | 
think there may be some merit in both 
consultations and discussions. All that 
those members of the community who 
think like myself ask is that, after such 
consuliations and discussions, the deputy 
should be allowed to vote in accordance 
with his own conscience, and not on the 
basis of a circular instruction sent to him 
with, | repeat, the implied threat of con- 
sequences. 

| can claim to be as much a democrat 
aS my critic, and have made many sacri- 
fices for the democratic cause, It is 
nonsense, however, to suggest 
present abuse of majority status in the 
Board is more democratic than when 
the Board was free. 

| have been a member of the Board 
for 27 years, and so, perhaps, I am 
qualifed to quote from my own experi- 
ence when I assert that not within my 
knowledge have Zionists ever been ex- 
cluded from the various committecs. It 
may be true, as my critic states, that 
the mectings have never been so well 
attended, but. crowded meetings with 
bitterness and clamour do not necessarily 
mean a strong Board.

Town versus 
Country 


change from town dwelling to 
country dwelling is really part of 

the general movement from the 
centre of towns to which the writer of a 
serics of articles in this journal on the 
Bast End makes constant reference. First, 
the town dweller moves into an adjacent 
suburb, and later he moves right away 
from the town and into the country. 
This movement, of course, in our time, 
_ been both engendered and stimulated 

the use of the motor car. 

The movement of Jewish familics into 
the country provides an interesting angle 
on many purely Jewish problems, and 
also mn the general habits and tastes 
of such people. For it is often alleged 
by our enemics that we Jews are a dis- 
tinctly urban people, with neither tasiec 
por inclination for rural pursuits. Yet, 
in the last century. as soon as the 
economic success of their labours made 
them relatively free to act as they 

ased. nearly all the great Anglo- 
ewish families founded country estates. 

cy went to them, not for holidays 
and for respite from the pleasures and 
excitements of town life, but as earnest 
and enthusiastic lords of the manor, in- 
timately immterested in the welfare and 
well-being of those living on the land 
they owned 

Beginning with the Rothschilds, whose 
Mame became a leecnd in Buckingham- 
shire among their non-Jewish neigh- 
bours. this process was re-enacted at 
Swaythling. Bearsted, Reading, and in 
many other places which do not bear the 
ames assumed by their patrons when 
they entered the British peerage. So. it 
is no more than fair to assume that this 
movement towards a rural life will go 
on aliracting Jewish families in the 
future. But Jewish life in the past has 
flarecly depended for its maintenance on 
Jewish Communal activity, and that is 
not always possible in the country. 


A Turning Point 

We are at the turning. point for the 
Jew in the Diaspora. The Jew living out- 
side Palestine must now take new stock 
of his position, especially as regards the 
religious and communal needs of his 
family 

A vital consideration for the Jew liv- 
ing in the Diaspora is that of fulfilling 
his citizenship of the land in which he 
ts born. and of which he is naturally an 
integral part, while at the sime time re- 
taining his Jewish traditional and 
rehgious concepts. And there is a great 
deal to be said in this connection for liv- 
ing in rural surroundings. 

In the first place. children brought 
up in the country have not only a better 
chance of growing up stronger and 
healthier men and women. than if they

were forced to spend the early years of 
their lives in crowded towns; but they 
have a far better chance of learning a 
fully disciplined and useful regime of 
living. They are closer to nature. and 
can learn to observe and respect the 
forces of nature, and this in itself is an 
essentially valuable guard against the 
dangers of a neurotic condition. 

A country bred child, too. learns to 
make his own amusements. and to find 
pleasure and interest in the daily and 
seasonal changes of the world around 
im. He is far less dependent on arti- 
ficial aids to recreation. and is. there- 
fore, less subject to the undesirable in- 
fluence that these may in some cases 
represent 


Jewish Cookery 
SOYA FLOUR 


Now that Soya Flour is once more on 
the market it should be included in the 
daily menu as much as possible. It is 
an excellent body-building food, especi- 
ally useful now that meat, fish, eggs, and 
cheese are in short supply. In addition 
it contains 20 per cent fat as well as 
vitamins A, B, D, and E, and is a good 
source of calcium and iron. 

Soya flour does not contain starch, 
therefore if the dish requires a binding 
or stiffening agent, a small proportion 
of something starchy must be added, such 
as flour, cornflour, or custard powder. 


For Cakes, Biscuits, and Pastries. Use 
1 oz. soya to 7 oz. flour and proceed 
according to usual recipes. If a cream- 
ing method is used, cream the soya with 
the fat before adding the sugar. 

Steamed Puddings. Use 1 part soya 
to 3 parts flour. Follow the usual recipe, 
adding a little extra baking powder. 

Mashed Potatoes. To |} ib. potatoes 
allow one heaped tablespoonful of soya 
flour. Blend this to a cream with potato 
water and use in place of milk and 
margarine. 

Cocoa. Allow a _ teaspoonful each 
cocoa and goya flour to a breakfasicup, 
and mix with 3 parts water and 
one of milk. Bring to the boil, sweeten 
to taste, and whisk well. If milk is in 
very short supply, mix with water only. 

Soya Milk. Allow 1} oz. soya to a 

int of water and mix smoothly. Use 

if and half with fresh milk for milk 
puddings, custards, etc., and remember 
the pudding will be just as nourishing. 

Soups. Allow 1! oz. soya blended with 
water to each quart. Use in lentil, pea, 
and vegetable soups. Add to the soup 
five minutes before serving, and simmer 
gently. 

Scrambled Eggs. When using dried 
eggs, add one teaspoonful soya to each 
tablespoonful egg powder, and mix with 
24 tablespoonfuls water. 


Chocolate Spread 


Soya flour 4 oz., cocoa 1! piled table- 
spoonful, water } pt., sugar to taste, 
vanilla essence. 

Mix all ingredients and stir over a 
gentle heat till boiling. If too thick, 
when cold add a spoonful of milk or 
water. Give this to the children on (heir 
bread in place of jam or use im a sponge 
sandwich 

Note. Soya flour weighs very light, 
3 level tablespoons equal | oz.

The 
giving of the Law on Mount Sinai is not 
only of natronal mmportance to us, but of 
importance to the whole civilised world. 
Other codes and other laws have been 
given to the world, but they had only 
temporary leases. Their work done, they 
have passed away. But the Divine Law. 
“not for an age. but for. all time.” is 
based on ihe solid bedrock of mans 

Ihe most ambitious dreams of the 
idealist would be realised if the human 
face observed the Ten Commandments— 
not only im the letter bug in the spirit 
also 

The Commandments can be divided 
into two sections: the first four teach us 
human beings our duty to God Himself: 
the last five tell of one’s duty towards 
man: while wm the centre ws the Fifth 
Commandment that tells us the duties 
that we owe to our parents. Why do 
be think « holds this position? It is 

ecause our parents stand next to God 
when we are very young, while we still 
do not know right from wrong 

For this greatest event in their life, the 
Israelites were given three days to pre- 
pare themselves. They were not allowed 
to draw near to Mount Sinai, but “ it 
came to-pass on the third day in the 
morning, chat there were thunders and 
lightnings and a thick cloud on the 
mountam and the voice of the. trumpet 
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exceeding loud so that all the people 
that were in the camp trembled.” Then 
the Lord came down in His glory on the 
top of Mount Sinai and spoke the words 
of the Ten Commandments. But while 
the people were afraid and stood afar 
off, Moses drew near unto the thick dark- 
ness, where God was. He remained on 
top of the mountain without food for 40 
days and 40 nights while God showed 
him all the laws that he should teach the 
children of Israel. 


The People’s Answer 


There is ro more dramatic incident in 
the story of Sinai than the answer of the 
people, We will do 
and we will hearken.”. They were ready, 
such was their abounding faith, to per- 
form the commandments of the Torah 
even before they could grasp their full 
import. 

In this grand Revelation on Mount 
Sinai, it pleased God to give us a series 
of directions tounded on love, charity, 
and forbearance, This moral law educates 
our heart and helps us to resist selfish- 
ness. in the world in which the Israelites 
lived before this Revelation on Sinai, each 
man was for himself, each group of 
people helped and recognised only those 
in their particular group; but the flood 
of light and love which descended from 
on high was destined to educate mankind 
and open the gates of an earthly paradise. 
Love to our neighbour was, and always 
will be, the foundation of Judaism. 

A glorious lesson has been left to us 
among the many contained in the 
Talmudical records by one of the most 
famous Rabbisethe meek and wise Hillel. 
A heathen came to the Academy one day 
and said, “ I will become an Israelite if 
you can teach me all your religion within 
the short time that | can stand on one 
leg.” 

The severe Rabbi Shammai rejected the 
foolish proposition with scorn, but Hillel 
with a sweet smile accepted it. 

“Love thy neighbour as thyself, an 
do not unto others what thou wouldst 
not have done unto thee. This is _ the 
substance of the Law; all else is but 
explanation. Go now and practise i.” 

This is, indeed, the basis of our 
Judaism, and “its ways are ways of 
pleasaniness and all its paths are peace.”’

Jerusalem as World Centre 


[By a Jewisu Curoniclte Reporter) 


A new felationship between world 
Jewry and the Jewry of the Jewish 
State, as well as a ae in the pur- 
pose of the Zionist ovement, was 
envisaged Dr. J. L. Fiaiszer in an 
address to the London Jewish Graduates’ 
Association at 33, Seymour Place, 
London, W.1, on Monday evening. 

He believed, Dr. Fiaiszer said, that 
Zionism would not have achieved its aim 
if the bulk of European Jewry, and the 
Jewish Communities of North Africa and 
the Middle East, were not transferred to 
Palestine within the next 20 years. 
World Jewry would then be divided into 
three blocs: the Jewish State, an Anglo- 
Saxon bloc comprising America, Britain, 
South Africa, etc.. and that mysterious 
quantity of Soviet Jewry. 


Zionist “ Switch-Over ” 


In order to evade the objections of 
dual loyalty, a plan was ripening now im 
Palestine to make Jerusalem, which 
would be outside the Jewish State, the 
centre of world Jewry. That arrange- 
ment would probably receive not only 
philosophical justification but also organi- 
sational expression. The Zionist Move- 
ment, he believed, would very soon 
have to switch over from being a political 
movement to being some kind of cultural 
movement. It would lose in quantity but 
would gain in quality. 

Dual loyalty was not a new problem. 


It had aiways existed. There were 
precedents for it: the Socialist Inier-
